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INDUSTRIAL/COMMERCIAL/RETAIL DEVELOPMENT 
LEAS 
HIGHLIGHTS (THIRD QUARTER) 


The North American economy remains sluggish in spite of the fact that 
interest rates have fallen marginally in recent months. The postal strike 
and steel industry strike were not conducive to sustained economic growth. 
However, inquiries which can presage economic activity are up 13% from the 
same quarter of 1980. On a year-to-date basis, inquiries for 1981 have 
surpassed those for the entire year of 1980. 


To date, 248 firms have been placed at new addresses or have expanded within 
Hamilton-Wentworth including those shops which have located in Lime Ridge 
Mall. This activity has increased employment by 1,971 and tax revenue by 
over 1.26 million dollars : 


Inquiries are still being handled as a result of our promotion campaign and 
in this quarter three serious prospects from Europe made special visits to 
Hamilton-Wentworth to discuss the Region personally. 


In addition to the Executive Summary in English and in German, a new 
brochure has been developed for use by the Industrial Development Section. 
It details the municipally owned industrial land within the Region and has 
been highly rated by those who work in the real estate and land development 
fields as well as others who are interested in establishing a business in 
Hamilton-Wentworth. Twenty-five hundred copies of The Canadian Entrepreneur 
included the Hamilton-Wentworth Economic Review in the centrefold portion of 
the magazine. 


The Economic Development Department has input to several committees with The 
Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce. Both the Department and the 
Chamber will continue to benefit from this two-way dialogue.

Three (3) familiarization tours were co-ordinated by our department 


to convince the decision makers to meet in our Region. 


There has been a noticeable increase in the number of associations 
approaching the department for suggestions on improving their 
conference attendance.

If Hamilton-Wentworth is to continue to increase its share of the 
Conference Market we must be in a position to offer convention 
planners additional bedroom accommodation in the immediate area 


of the Hamilton Convention Centre. 


As Hamilton is one of the major convention sites in Ontario many 
of the larger associations will convene here on a regular rotation 
basis, however because of increasing membership they find that due 
to the lack of bedroom space they must seek conference facilities 


in other locations. 


To name a-few: (1) Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
(2) Alcohol & Drug Concerns - 
The loss of this conference is worthy of note 
as they traditionally meet between Christmas 
and New Year when all conference facilities 


are in low demand. 


Four associations that confirmed Hamilton-Wentworth as their 
lecation for 1982-83 have since cancelled because of lack of 


sufficient hotel space: 


(1) Federation of Canadian Municipalities 
(2) Canadian Association of Municipal Administrators 
(3) Canadian Municipal Personnel Administrators 


(4) Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police 


At the time these associations selected Hamilton the local 
representatives were confident that additional hotel accommodations 


would be in place adjoining the Convention Centre. 
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Organizations requiring 700-1000 bedroons frequently request our 


assistance. 


On several occasions we have been unable to assemble sufficient 
rooms because another association has booked even a small meeting 
and thus made it impossible to reserve the number of rooms to 


house the delegates.

On October 26th, the Economic Development Committee approved 
a recommendation that a traffic study be undertaken on the impact of 


opening a Highway 8 access on the new forest tract road, which has now 
been transferred to the Village; that the Ministry of Transportation 


and Communications be contacted to discuss requirements for such access; 
that cost estimates for construction of an access and improvement of 


existing roads be obtained from Regional Engineering Services; and, that 
the detailed plans, cost analysis and recommendation be prepared for 
review by Council.

Committee has been set for Sunday, November Ist at 1:00 p.m. at the 
Curator's residence at the Village.

13 Fund-Raising 


The application to the Canada Community Development Projects 
Programme for 1982 was submitted on deadline. An announcement is 
expected in November. If approved, the grant of approximately $34,000. 
would pay for three (3) Museum Technicians who would work under 
Assistant Curator Barb Lang, on a probject to transform the Village 
landscape into more authentic heritage character; one would be in 
charge of farm, gardens and nature trails; another of roads, drive 
sheds, fences and draught aniamsl; and a third of the building them- 
selves, particularly their SIE ah area aspects such as stoves, 
fireplaces, windows, etc. The three technicians will do interpretation 
as well as the physical preparation of these aspects of the Village 
landscape. 
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1.4 Relations with Other Institutions and Agencies 


Staff participated in the Ontario Historical Association 
Museums Section Conference in Hamilton, providing a display and hosting 
a tour of the Village. ; 


1.5 Evaluation: Public Response 


The October Report on attendance is attached. We had 
excellent school tour attendance this month, and both Thanksgiving and 


Photographers’ Weekend drew over 400 visitors, very good for this time 
of year. The good results this month (about 50% over last October) 
allow our cumulative figures to recover somewhat from the summer 
shortfall. By year's end, we hope to be 10% ahead of 1980 total 
attendance. 


Some useful statistics based on September 30th, 1981 figures: 
POreali Visitors, one ticket js sold for every 2.85 visitors = 7.¢e., 
the average visitor group is 2.85 persons. 55% of tickets sold are 
adults, 15% are students or seniors, 8% children's tickets, 20% family 
tickets, and 2% decals.

The Print Shop has been re-roofed, a chimney, stove and 


piping added, so that it now can be heated, facilitating our printer's 
demonstrations and the bookbinding classes that have just concluded 
there. Fire extinguishers have been installed im every building, and a 
plan distributed to all staff; afireextinguishing training drill was 


held with staff, and security guards will now do monthly checks on the 
extinguishers. The floor of the second level of the D'Aubigny Inn has 


been reinforced, eliminating a definite hazard. A system of eight (8) 
numbers has been installed on the nature trail, and an interpretative 


guide to the trail is being printed for hand-out to visitors. The 
antique telephone system has been rewired and is now being used again, 


with seven (7) phones. This will improve the communications within 
the Village, and at the same time, provide a demonstration of the 


early telephones with their hand cranks. The radios formerly used 
will now function for security only.
